Disease^  -^''^easles  and  Whooping  Cough  included,  as  against  65 
Notifications  in  1939  when  Measles  and  'vdiooping  Gough  were  not 
notifiedo 

Diphtheria  13  cases  occurred  in  the  District  in  1940,  as  follows: 

Sunhury  Ward  1,  Sunhury  Cominon  Ward  2,  Ashford  &  Halliford  Ward 
8,  and  Shepperton  Ward  2„ 

(in  1939  there  were  28  cases) 

These  cases  were  all  sent  to  Hospital.  Ty/o  were  doubtful 
cases,  one  being  diagosed,  after  admission,  as  tonsilitia. 

There  were  no  deaths.
